Their imprison­ 
m e n t is due to an explosion of black 
dam p soon after the night force went 
to work. 
It is said a miner entering an old 
working with an open lam]) caused 
t h e explosion. 
Had the disaster oc­ 
curred on any other night tile n u m ­ 
ber of victims would have been twice 
as large.
